function at Government House, when, on the 
eve of.the departure to England of HIE. Sir 
H. A. Blake, the Chinese community of 
Hongkong presented hii aith an ilumi- 
naled address placing on recon the 
“profound gratitude and admiration which 
your able and sympathetic administration 
has inspired in-us.” A few days later His. 


General Sir W. J. Gascoigne fellwhat proved 
the arduous task of administering the go- 
vermment during a very eventful period. In 
his capacity as acting Governor one ‘ol 
the first. duties of the gallant. Major 
was in connection with the placing in 
position uf the first foundation block and 
setuing the Lablet stone to commemorate the 
great dockyard extension scheme. Replying 
to a toast on behalf of the .

months more. | ‘Phe efforts of the Sanitary 
Board during the past twelve months have
